sion calls a foundation program of j 
education. The principal effect of I 
the proposed plan would be to put 
each school district and the state 
school aid program on a budget 
basis which would guarantee each 
district sufficient funds to cover 
all 
necessary 
school 
expenses, 
which would be grouped under the 
headings; 
instructional 
salaries, 
transportation costs, other current 
operating expenses, and the cost 
for grounds, buildings, and equip­ 
ment. 
The cost of the guaranteed pro­ 
gram of education would be shar­ 
ed by the state and the local school 
districts in such way as to put all 
sections of the state on an equit­ 
able school support basis in terms 
of local financial ability.

upon careful studies and are in­ 
tended to bring about improve­ 
ments wherever improvements are

grams provided for the children of ton 
Missouri. Butler Disman of K an­ 
sas City, member of the Commis­ 
sion and chairman o.f its publicity 
committee, points out that the fi­ 
nancial support of public schools 
in Missouri is considerably below 
the average of all the states. Inj 
fact, the Commission reports Mis­ 
souri as twentieth from the top 
of the list of the states in ability 
to support education but lorty- 
sixth in actual effort.

Everyone Free 
The ending of wage and salary 
controls 
means 
employers 
and 
their wrokers are free to make 
any agreements they wish about 
pay matters. 
Government regulations have, in 
some 
instances, 
restrained 
em ­ 
ployers from granting wage boosts 
when they were agreeable to them. 
The controls were part of the gov­ 
ernm ent’s efforts to battle the in ­ 
flationary rise in prices and wages 
which set in sharply after the 
Korean war broke out in 1950. 
In his executive order Eisen­ 
hower said: 
1. “The production of materials 
and 
services 
and 
the 
demand 
therefor in the national economy 
are approaching a practicable bal­ 
ance.” 
2. “The earliest possible return 
to freedom of collective bargain­ 
ing in the determination of wages 
will serve to strengthen the n a ­ 
tional economy and thereby the 
national security.” 
3. “The stabilization of wages, 
salaries and other compensation is 
not now necessary to carry out the 
purpose of the Defense Production 
Act.” 
4. For those reasons “it is a p ­ 
propriate to permit adjustment of 
wages, salaries and other compen­ 
sation arrived at through the p ro­ 
cesses of free collective bargaining 
and other voluntary action x x.” 
Provision was m ade in the ex e­ 
cutive order for continued author­ 
ity to enforce penalties for past 
violations of wage and salary reg­ 
ulations.

The first move has been to keep 
the Reds guessing about the pre­ 
cise mission of the U. S. Seventh 
Fleet in F a r Eastern waters.

A W hite House statem ent said 
the President took the actions in 
a move “tow ard elim inating in an 
orderly fashion the price and wage 
controls under which the A m eri­ 
can economy has been required to 
operate for the past two years.” 
Everyone Free 
The ending of wage and salary 
controls 
m eans 
em ployers 
and 
their w rokers are free to m ake 
any agreem ents they wish about 
pay m atters. 
G overnm ent regulations have, in 
some 
instances, 
restrained 
em ­ 
ployers from granting wage boosts 
when they were agreeable to them . 
The controls w ere part of the gov­ 
ernm ent’s efforts to battle the in­ 
flationary rise in prices and wages 
which set in sharply after the 
K orean w ar broke out in 1950. 
In his executive order Eisen­ 
how er said: 
1. “The production of m aterials j 
and 
services 
and 
the 
dem and j 
therefor in the national economy I 
are approaching a practicable bal- I 
ance.” 
2. “The earliest possible return 
to freedom of collective bargain­ 
ing in the determ ination of wages 
will serve to strengthen the n a­ 
tional economy and thereby the 
national security.” 
3. “The stabilization of wages, 
salaries and other com pensation is 
not now necessary to carry out the 
purpose of the Defense Production 
Aet." 
4. For those reasons “it is ap­ 
propriate to perm it adjustm ent of 
wages, salaries and other com pen­ 
sation arrived at through the pro­ 
cesses of free collective bargaining 
and other voluntary action x x.” 
Provision was m ade in the exe­ 
cutive order for continued au th o r­ 
ity to enforce penalties for past 
violations of wage and salary reg­ 
ulations.

And in the future, it was learned 
today on good authority, the P resi­ 
dent can be expected to try to de­ 
velop psychological w arfare into a 
m ajor part of the hot and cold 
w ars against the Com m unists. 
“We’re not going to telegraph all 
our punches to the enem y,” one 
source

anonym ity 
said. 
“The Reds have held the initiative 
for years in psychological w ar­ 
fare— and we intend to take it 
from them. 
Eisenhow er told Congress in his 
State of the Union message M on­ 
day that he was issuing instru#- 
tions which 
would rem ove the 
Seventh Fleet as a “shield" tor the 
Com m unists of Red China. One a f­ 
fect of such a move would be to 
clear the way for C hisng K ai- 
Shek’s C hinese N ationalist troops 
to raid the China m ainland from 
Formosa. 
But even 
though 
Eisenhow er 
said “I am issuing instructions” to 
the fleet, not one official word has 
been said as to w hether the orders 
already have been issued or just 
w hat the fleet may have been di­ 
rected to do. 
Questioning at several sources 
uncovered hints that the secrecy 
around the fleet orders in all prob­ 
ability will be duplicated in other 
future moves as far as possible. 
It is said congressional leaders 
will be consulted on m ajor actions 
and that Eisenhower won’t strike 
out on a course while keeping 
Congress in the dark about w hat 
is going on. He will do this even 
at the risk of “leaks” which would 
unm ask the moves. 
It is not clear yet how secrecy 
for the sake of psychological w ar­ 
fare can be m aintained w hile the 
adm inistration at the same tim e 
woos the support of the people to a 
course of action about which they 
know only a part.
